A PLANE accident at Manston air¬ 
port has triggered an EU-wide ban 
on all Afghan-registered airlines. 

In the incident, on Wednesday, August 11, a 
DC8 Kam Air plane skidded its tail on the 
runway and the grass surface beyond during 
take-off from the airport. 

Charles Buchanan, Manston airport chief 
executive, said: “The flight scraped its tail as it 
took off. It was reported to the pilot and 
authorities, but the aircraft chose to continue 
on its journey. 

“I believe it was a freight service travelling to 
the Azores and ultimately Argentina.” 

Following investigations into the incident, 
the UK imposed a national ban on the airline 
on Thursday, September 2. Two weeks later, 
Austrian authorities followed suit, having 
carried out their own inspection of Kam Air 
aircraft and finding a significant number of 
serious safety deficiencies. 

Members of the airline and Afghan authori¬ 
ties met the European Commission in October 
and it was concluded that the aircraft had 
been introduced “without adequate manage¬ 
ment oversight and without any adequate 
training given to the crews” who had “yet to 
complete the relevant training even though 
the aircraft continued to be used for inter¬ 
national commercial flights”. 

On Wednesday, November 22, the EU issued 
a blanket ban on operations by Kam Air and

Shock as isle to 
be hit by some 
of the worst 
cuts to funding 


THE local-government 
finance settlement which 
was announced on Monday 
revealed that Thanet coun¬ 
cil would receive 14.5 per 
cent less Government 
funding next year. 

Headline figures show an 8.9 per 
cent reduction in revenue spending 
power in 2011/12, making the isle 
one of the 12 hardest-hit districts in 
the country. The average fall is 4.4 
per cent and 8.9 is the maximum. 

Clive Hart, leader of Thanet 
Labour group and shadow finance 
spokesman, said: “Thanet council 
will lose the absolute maximum 
8.9 per cent cut and for two years, 
while Dorset gets a 0.25 per cent 
increase in funding and Windsor 
and Maidenhead, West Sussex [and 
others] get cuts of 1 per cent or less. 

“The fact is the poorest areas like 
Thanet are the most dependent on 
central-government funding where¬ 
as wealthy areas that receive a lot 
in council tax are getting extra sub¬ 
sidies after Government promised 
more central funding to subsidise a 
freeze in council-tax payments.” 

However, behind the figures is an 
even bleaker story. The actual 
reduction in funding is 12.95 per 
cent, a loss of £3.4 million, which 
has been softened by a transitional 
grant for the first two years. 

The actual reduction in Govern¬ 
ment funding, excluding income 
from council tax, is 21.25 per cent. 
Including the transitional grant, 
Thanet council will receive 14.5 per 
cent less funding next year. 

Council tax will not rise thanks to 
a Government buffer; however, this 
is only guaranteed for 2011/12. 

Eric Pickles, Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment, said: “By adopting an intelli¬ 
gent and fair approach to the way

funding is allocated, we have been 
able to ensure those parts of the 
country that are most reliant on 
central funding continue to get the 
lion’s share... funding fairness 
underpins this settlement.” 

This year Thanet council had the 
highest spending power in Kent, 
with a budget of £26.6m. However 
60 per cent of that came from Gov¬ 
ernment funding. Next year Thanet 
will still have the highest spending 
power with a budget of £23.lm but 
only marginally more than districts 
such as Canterbury and Maidstone. 

Following a period of consultation 
until January 17, the settlement 
will be debated in Parliament in 
early February in time for councils 
to set their budgets for April. 

Cllr Hart said: “Thanet council 
now faces tough choices about the 
services it continues to provide and 
those it will have to cut. At county 
level, I fear for the future of librar¬ 
ies, sports and childcare facilities. 

“With our police service also see¬ 
ing a 5.1 per cent cut in funding 
next year and a 6.7 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in 2012/13, community safety 
in Thanet will undoubtedly be put 
under enormous pressure, too. 

“There can have been nothing like 
this in the history of either Thanet 
council or Kent County Council.”

Fight for gallery light 

A COMMUNITY arts organisation is 
battling developers over a proposed 
housing block that would cut daylight 
to the gallery by up to 59 per cent. 

Mick Etherton, who runs the 
Community Pharmacy Gallery in 
Margate, has expressed his surprise 
and dismay at plans to knock down 
the garages next door at Newby’s 
Place and erect two multi-storey flat 
blocks in their place. 

Opening in 2001, the gallery 
received a £50,000 grant from Thanet 
council and £40,000 from English 
Heritage to reinstate the roof 
lanterns and rooftop terrace to the 
Grade Il-listed building, with a fur¬ 
ther £20,000 in grants invested in 
refurbishing the building over the 
next nine years.

CLIFTONVILLE’s award-winning 
farmers’ market will return for a 
Christmas special next week. 

The monthly market will be on 
Sunday, December 19, from 10am to 
lpm, at the Oval Lawns on the 
Eastern Esplanade. 

Father Christmas will be handing 
out chocolate treats alongside the 
market’s regular stalls stocking 
everything from speciality savoury 
pies and artisan bread to chutneys 
and preserves. 


Farms provide a home for birds 


AN SURVEY has shown how vital 
Kent’s farmland is to providing habi¬ 
tats for birds and identified species 
that are under threat. 

The Volunteer And Farmer Alli¬ 
ance survey was carried out this 
summer on 11 farms across the coun¬ 
ty, covering a total area of 1,001.6 
hectares. 

RSPB South East’s farmland 
adviser Bruce Fowkes said: “We’ve 
had a great response from farmers in 
Kent wanting to take part. 

“The Volunteer And Farmer 
Alliance is all about helping them to 
help the birds. 


“The distribution maps produced 
from the surveys show where 
priority species are so farmers 
can put in place targeted conserva¬ 
tion measures.” 

In the South East, the most abun¬ 
dant birds seen during surveys were 
the chaffinch and blackbird, both 
found on 97 per cent of farms, fol¬ 
lowed by the blue tit on 95 per cent 
and the wren with 93 per cent. 

Some of the least-seen included key 
species of conservation concern such 
as the com bunting and grey par¬ 
tridge, which were seen on only 16 
per cent of farms surveyed. 


The surveys take place over three 
visits between April and July, in the 
early morning when birds are most 
active and there is the best chance of 
seeing or hearing as many as possible. 

Work is already being done with 
farmers to help benefit some of the 
birds seeing the greatest decline. 

The data collected from the surveys 
will add to the understanding of how 
these birds are doing.

THE handing-over of the Turner 
Contemporary gallery in Margate 
was a day of celebration but also 
reflection as tribute was paid to the 
hard work and perseverance which 
so many have invested. 

On Wednesday, last week, the £17.4 million 
building was handed from Kent County 
Council to the Turner Contemporary Trust, 
which will oversee the running of the gallery 
and its opening on April 16, 2011. 

‘Beautiful’ and ‘iconic’ were words used to 
describe the recently-completed interior, with 
sweeping windows adding drama to the clean, 
austere lines of the whitewashed rooms. 

In speeches from Kent County Council leader 
Paul Carter and architect David Chipperfield, 
special mention was made of John Crofts, for¬ 
mer chairman of Margate Civic Society, whose 
vision of a gallery of Turner’s artwork set in 
motion the chain of events that led to the build¬ 
ing’s construction. 

Margate councillor Iris Johnston was a mem¬ 
ber of a committee which investigated the pos¬ 
sibility of a gallery in 1995. 

She said: “The sadness is that John is not 
here. In 1997 he told me his deadline for the 
project would be when he was dead.” 

Mr Crofts died on March 7,2009, at the age of 
87, in time to see his dream well under way. 

Mick Tomlinson, the Mayor of Margate, said: 
“Margate deserves this. It’s wonderful. It was 
designed to stand out by one of the world’s top 
architects - you can’t beat that.” 


Award-winning architect Mr Chipperfield 
won the contract to design the building in 2006, 
after the initial design by Norwegian architects 
Sn0hetta and Spence fell through. 

Mr Chipperfield said: “Light is at the centre of 
the project. Turner has been mentioned, but 
this is why he was attracted here. 

“This view to the north and the light on the 
water, the physical conditions of light, water 
and sun - when we get it. We wanted the rooms 
to feel that light and bring it in. Light is the 
enemy of art, but we persisted in finding ways 
of bringing it in. The art spaces are as good as 


you could imagine. You won’t find better day¬ 
light galleries.” 

He hoped the gallery would act as a bridge 
between the town and the sea. He said: 
“Galleries like this have a really important part 
to play as a cultural centre.” 

John Durtnell, director of R Durtnell & Sons 
building contractors, who worked on the 
gallery, said: “We must ensure that this is not 
just a world-renowned art centre but also a cat¬ 
alyst for change in Margate. Armed with this 
fantastic gallery you are going to have an inva¬ 
sion of huge numbers of people.”

all carriers registered in Afghanistan. 

DC8 aircraft were last manufactured in 

1972. 

Mr Buchanan said: “This airline was 
not a regular user of Manston - as far as 
I’m aware it was the first time they’d 
landed here. Airlines have to be licensed 
to operate, but as long as they are certi¬ 
fied we do not have the skills or the 
authority to carry out checks.” 

The incident is under investigation by 
the Air Accidents Investigation Branch, 
which has yet to publish its findings. 

Malcolm Kirkaldie, of Manston 
Airport Group, said: “It is a cause for 
concern that this wasn’t raised at our 
recent meeting with the airport and 
there was no mention of it in the statis¬ 
tics given out. 

“This underpins our stance that we 
need an environmental impact assess¬ 
ment pretty quick and our MPs should 
be looking at strengthening the system, 
which hands out permits like confetti.” 

Legal-aid warning 

THANET Citizens Advice Bureau has 
warned that cuts to legal aid could deny 
justice to hundreds of people. 

Proposals from the Ministry of Justice 
would see the legal-aid budget cut by 
£350 million, stopping all funding for 
non-emergency housing, debt and bene¬ 
fit legal support and introducing charges 
for previously-free services. 

Separate proposals will also challenge 
no-win-no-fee claims to cut costs. 

Ian Driver, Thanet CAB manager, said: 
“Hundreds of people in Thanet could be 
left without access to specialist advice. 

“I am worried about older and vulner¬ 
able people who find it difficult to under¬ 
stand the benefits system, or might not 
be able to negotiate with creditors. 

“By making it more difficult to appeal, 
it means the bodies concerned are more 
likely to get away with not giving people 
their rights.” 

Consultation runs until February 14.

Asked by Yourthanet about the 
situation on Monday, Cllr Gregory 
said: “This is the first I’ve heard 
about it. You’ve got me worried now.” 

South Thanet Conservatives 
declined to comment.

Pinball machines from the 
Sixties, Seventies and Eighties, 
juke boxes and games will be avail¬ 
able to play in the Pie Factory proj¬ 
ect space, courtesy of the Pinball 
Parlour museum in Ramsgate. 

The display opens on Saturday 
and will run for a week between 
10am and 4pm. 

Entrance is free and tokens can 
be bought. 


NORTH and south were united as isle 
MPs voted in favour of exploring the 
possibility of extending daylight sav¬ 
ings for all or part of the year. 

The Daylight Savings Bill was 
granted a second reading in 
Parliament with 92 votes in favour, 
despite Government opposition. 

If passed, the bill will require a 
cross-party investigation into the 
benefits of putting the clocks forward 
an hour in the winter, the summer, or 
both, which would mean abandoning 
Greenwich Mean Time and putting 
the UK in line with European clocks. 

The move to forward an hour is sup¬ 
ported by leading transport authori¬ 
ties who predict there could be 80 
fewer crash victims a year with a 
lighter afternoon rush-hour. 

Seaside towns and other holiday 
destinations could also benefit from 
an estimated 70,000-80,000 tourism 
jobs created nationally. However, 
later mornings would leave parts of 
Scotland in darkness until 10am. 

Roger Gale, Thanet North MP, 
speaking at the debate, said: “The 
point has been made, and it will be 
made again, that, if the proposal 
before us were adopted, it would 
enhance tourism and road safety, 
that it would be good for sport and for 
the economy as a whole, and that it 


would probably enhance the happi¬ 
ness and well-being of the nation.” 

The bill will now be sent to a com¬ 
mittee whose report will be debated 
in the Commons for the third and 
final time. However, the Government 
does not support the proposal, which 
would require a trial period if the 
investigation’s findings were positive. 

Ed Davey, business minister, said: 
“Necessary consensus across all 
parts of the UK does not yet exist to 
justify a change, or the passing of any 
legislation on the matter.” 

Previous attempts to introduce the 
measure have been unsuccessful. 

Laura Sandys, Thanet South MP, 
critisised the Government’s response 
in a debate on seaside-town regener¬ 
ation last week. 

She said: “The measure would sup¬ 
port weaker economies in coastal 
areas at almost no cost and increase 
tourism revenue by 10 per cent. 

“The fact the Government did not 
even want to investigate what meas¬ 
ures could be put in place was partic¬ 
ularly unhelpful. Even the Scottish 
Nationalists, who are against the 
proposal, conceded that perhaps 
there is a case for putting back the 
date when we revert to GMT. 

“Even an extension to the end of 
November would make a difference.”

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MP Gale whips up 
storm after snow 
hits rail services

AN ISLE MP has blasted the 
Southeastern train company for 
what he says was the poor service 
it provided during the wintry 
weather at the start of the month. 

Fourteen MPs met Southeastern directors 
on Wednesday last week to discuss the fail¬ 
ures that saw passengers stranded for hours 
as non-high-speed services froze to a halt. 

Sensitive carriage-rollers were unable to 
connect with the snow-covered tracks and, 
crucially, two Network Rail de-icing trains 
were being serviced during the blizzard. 

Roger Gale, Thanet North MP, said: 
“Questions as to why there was no window 
of opportunity to service these engines 
between March and October produced no 
explanation.” 

National data systems were unable to re¬ 
spond to sudden changes and continued to 
display incorrect messages to commuters, a 
mistake that transport minister Philip 
Hammond branded “inexcusable”. 

Shortcomings 

Charles Horton, Southeastern managing 
director, apologised for the disruption. 

“We accept that there were shortcomings in 
information-provision and this made the dis¬ 
ruption even more frustrating for passen¬ 
gers,” said Mr Horton. 

“We’ve already identified some short-term 
measures to improve this but will be working 
with industry partners on whom we rely for 
much of the information to achieve more 
significant improvements.” 

The problems came just a week after 
Southeastern announced price-hikes of up to 
12.8 per cent for ticket prices, a move blasted 
by Mr Gale as “disgraceful”. 

He said: “I questioned Mr Horton as to the

justification for a wholly unacceptable fare 
increase heaped on top of three years of 
already above-average increases. 

“The response appears to be that We have 
to take a market judgement’, which seems to 
me to be a euphemism for We’ve got a cap¬ 
tive clientele in east Kent, so we are holding 
them to ransom to pay for the high-speed 
trains and for reductions in subsidy’.” 

Southeastern’s franchise of the county’s 
routes is under review and could be lost 
in 2012. 

Mr Gale said: “I have made it clear to 
Southeastern that I will personally oppose 
any renewal of their franchise. 

‘Whether that view will find support in 
the House or within the transport depart¬ 
ment I know not, but one thing is certain: 
we cannot continue in this climate of ‘more 
for less’ payment.” 


Scheme is living proof recycling 
cooking oil is worth the effort 


LEFTOVER cooking oil is being recycled 
in record amounts in Margate. 

Residents have taken more than 6,000 
litres of old cooking oil to the recycling 
centre at Manston Road, Margate, since 
the launch of the Living Fuels scheme in 
March 2009. 

Daniel Gillert, Living Fuels commercial 
manager, said: “This is a fantastic achieve¬ 
ment for recyclers in Margate as the site 
has become one of our best-performing in 
the region for waste vegetable oil. 

“With the amount of oil we’ve collected 
in this area alone, we can produce enough 
electricity to power one 20-watt lightbulb 
in every property in Thanet for 21 hours - 
that’s 64,000 homes.” 

The company has installed a second col¬ 
lection tank to cope with demand. Once 
collected, the oil is refined into a biofuel 
and used to generate green electricity. 

Nick Chard, Kent County Council envi¬ 
ronment cabinet member, said: “Thank 
you to all Margate residents who recycle 
at the site for making the initiative such a 
success.

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Two saved in chip-pan fire 

AN ELDERLY man was taken to hospital 
after battling a chip-pan blaze at his home in 
Margate. 

A chip-pan full of hot oil accidentally left on 
the hob caught fire as the man and his wife 
sat down to dinner at their bungalow in 
Ramsgate Road. 

Two fire-engines from Margate were 
called just before 5.30pm on Thursday last 
week and tackled the flames with a hose 
while wearing breathing apparatus. 

Adrian Hawkins, Margate crew manager, 
said: “Luckily the elderly residents had work¬ 
ing smoke-alarms and managed to get out of 
the property, but the man had tried to return 
to the kitchen to take the chip-pan off the hob 
and suffered smoke-inhalation. 

“He received oxygen from crews at the 
scene before being taken to hospital. It takes 
a short space of time for a pan to overheat. 

“Sadly, we often see people getting hurt as a 
result of these types of incidents, which are all 
preventable.” 


Memorial garden delayed 

A MEMORIAL service to mark the opening 
of a commemorative garden for the victims 
of serial-killer Peter Tobin has been post¬ 
poned at the request of the father of one of 
the murdered girls. 

The bodies of Vicky Hamilton, 15, and 
Dinah McNicol, 18, were found at Tobin’s 
former home in Margate in November 2007. 

A memorial garden was due to be opened 
in the grounds of Holy Trinity Church, 
Margate, on Thursday last week. 

However, due to the heavy snow in 
Scotland, where Ms Hamilton’s father lives, 
the service has been postponed until the 
New Year.

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Five go to London in fight 
against school sport cuts

FIVE young ambassadors added 
the isle’s voice to the thousands of 
pupils protesting the Government’s 
decision to cut funding for School 
Sport Partnerships. 

Daniel Ashworth from Ursuline College, 
Hollie-Anna Sheppard from the Marlowe 
Academy, Lacey Hinson from St Georges and 
Paul Ayres and Kerry Boyd from Hartsdown 
Technology College travelled to Westminster 
on Tuesday last week to deliver a petition of 
more than 3,800 signatures to Downing Street, 
protesting the spending review that would see 
all £162 million funding for SSPs cut. 

Opportunities 

The partnerships link schools and community 
sports clubs, introducing young people to diverse 
sports opportunities. 

Volunteering by young people in Thanet has 
risen since the SSP was founded in 2005 and 34 
per cent more pupils participate in at least two 
hours of PE a week. 

The five students were met in Westminster by 
Roger Gale, Thanet North MP, and Laura 
Sandys, Thanet South MP, before posing for a 
photo with Denise Lewis, gold-winning Olympic 
heptathlon athlete and supporter of the Save 
School Sport campaign. 

One of the group said: “This was a once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity and we are really pleased 


we have had the chance to go to Westminster 
and express our opinions to MPs today. 

“If you feel passionate about something, then 
you fight for what you believe in and we feel 
very strongly that the Government should 
reconsider their decision.” 

Joining pupils from schools around the 
country, the Thanet ambassadors presented a 
combined petition of more than 500,000 signat¬ 
ures to Downing Street. 

The group member said: ‘We hope the protest 
will create further publicity and enable the 
nation to see the amount of support there is for 
this campaign. We care about our own sporting 
opportunities and we care about the future gen¬ 
erations of young people who may not get the 
chances we have had.” 


Hilary Farmiloe, Thanet School Sport 
Partnership, accompanied the students. 

She said: “PE and sport can have a really 
positive impact on young people’s lives. You 
only need to see these Young Ambassadors 
today to know that sport can be used as a 
vehicle to empower young people. 

“The Thanet pupils were veiy keen to attend 
the protest because they feel passionately about 
their own and other children’s sporting opportu¬ 
nities. They came because sport has given them 
the confidence, skills and self-belief to take a 
genuine leading role in this campaign.” 

The Government is reconsidering its propos¬ 
als in light of the public protest and a decision is 
expected before Christmas on whether the full 
cuts will go ahead. 


Planners give new 
pool the go-ahead 

THANET council has approved plans for 
a new swimming pool in Ramsgate. 

The 25-metre pool, training pool, spa 
facility, cafe and atrium will be built on 
the side of Ramsgate sports centre at no 
cost to the taxpayer. 

Instead, the £3.48 million investment 
will be taken on by Thanet Leisure Force, 
which manages the pools in Ramsgate 
and Margate. 

The council will act as guarantor and 
provide a £200,000 repayable loan to 
cover initial costs. 

Work is expected to start in the 
spring, with the complex opening in 
spring 2012. The current Ramsgate 
pool will remain open until the new 
premises are completed. 

Garages fall short 
in safety checks 

HALF of the garages visited by health- 
and-safety inspectors on the isle have 
been found to be below standard. 

Of 20 companies visited, nine were 
given notices to make improvements and 
one given a prohibition notice for unpro¬ 
tected work equipment. 

Businesses were found to have unsafe 
wiring, poorly-maintained machinery 
and unsuitable premises checks. 

Chris Wells, councillor for community 
services, said: “This is something the 
council takes seriously, particularly when 
you consider that in the last five years 
there have been 24 deaths and over 8,000 
injuries in the vehicle-repair industry. 

“Anything we can do to stop that figure 
rising in Thanet has to be a good thing.”

Remember our 
garden visitors 
as winter bites 


PEOPLE are being urged to help 
garden birds survive the winter. 

With the seasonal chill having come earlier 
than usual this year, the Royal Society for 
the Protection of Birds (RSPB) says that some 
birds may already be struggling to find 
enough food to replenish their energy supplies. 

Sophie McCallum, the RSPB’s media officer 
in the South East, said: 'With the harsh winter 
weather we’re experiencing, the wild birds in 
our gardens will need a little extra help. 

Colourful 

“The insects, berries and seeds they would 
usually feast on become off-limits if there is 
frost and snow. The food and water you put out 
for them provides the nutrients essential to 
their survival. 

“There is an upside for people, too. The chilly 
conditions may mean that rare birds you don’t 
often see until later in winter will appear earli¬ 
er, as they use our gardens as a safe haven. 

“Look out for colourful species like the siskin 
and the waxwing that will add a bit of winter 
cheer.”

To help their feathered friends survive, home- 
owners can leave out food such as mealworms, 
fatballs, crushed peanuts, dried fruit, seeds and 
grain to compensate for birds’ natural food, 
which may be covered by snow and ice. 

The RSPB is asking people to follow a bird 
winter-survival plan that will help wildlife 
during the harshest weather. 

This includes putting out feed regularly and 
hanging feeders for black sunflower seeds, sun¬ 
flower hearts, sunflower-rich mixes or unsalted 
peanuts, especially in severe weather. 

Leftovers such as grated cheese, porridge 
oats, soft fruit, unsalted bacon, cooked rice, 
pasta and the insides of cooked potatoes are 
also a good source of energy for birds. 

It is essential to ensure a supply of fresh 
water every day - but no antifreeze products 
must be used - while there should be fruit such 
as apples and pears for blackbirds, song thrush¬ 
es and other members of the thrush family. 

Food bars or fat hung up or rubbed into the

EIGHTIES pop icon Howard Jones 
has shared some of the secrets of 
his synth-pop success with Broad¬ 
stairs students. 

The platinum-album-selling author of such 
hits as What Is Love? and New Song took 
commercial-music students from Christ 
Church University’s Broadstairs campus on a 
song-writing master-class. 

He said: “It was great to be invited to do a 
master-class with the students.

anyone is to realise immediately that it’s 
them, and them alone, that is responsible for 
generating their musical successes.

Message to Southeastern Trains - commuters are also taxpayers, says Trevor Moss.. 



SO THERE I was, on a high-speed train, 
having got on, on time, at Folkestone 
West and heading for London. 

But sure enough and yet again, found myself at 
Omph while sitting outside Ashford station waiting 
for the connecting units to trundle down the track 
from Canterbury. The outcome was another delayed 
connection at the platform. 

I question whether Ashford station platform is the 
right place for rolling stock to be connected, 
particularly Hitachi Class 395 rolling stock. 

The number of computer crashes as a result of 
cobbling two trains together makes a joke of the 
premium-fare high-speed service. 

Apparently no changes to the timetable are 
anticipated to provide for independent trains to run 
down the line and back from their respective branches 
until 2012, the same year that London Olympics aut¬ 
horities plan to commandeer all these trains for weeks, 
with Southeastern’s consent, to run between St Pan- 
eras and Stratford, to the detriment of regular users. 

Anyway, I dutifully completed the questionnaire 
given to me en route asking for my views on 
Southeastern. 

It was a pathetic attempt to placate travellers by 
asking for their opinions after the lack of services due 
to the wintry weather of the previous week. 

The half-baked questions were not the ones I really 
wanted to ask or answer. 

Like, how on Earth does Southeastern justify the 


hike in fares by up to 12 per cent when people are 
getting 0 per cent salary reviews and an unreliable 
service? 

If we were in France, we’d all be refusing to pay fare 
increases. In fact, in France, there would be a week of 
demonstrations where people would storm the trains 
and refuse to pay fares at all. Now there’s a thought. 

Of course, we know what the cop-out statement on 
fare rises is going to say: “But the Government has 
reduced subsidies, therefore the traveller has to bear 
the brunt, not the taxpayer.” 

Well, Mr Southeastern representative, I am a 
taxpayer and a commuter, but I don’t see any tax 
rebate coming from the Government in relation to its 
reduced obligations to fund the rail network. 

To cap it all, on the way home, I got to the station to 
find, yes you’ve guessed it, that the Folkestone-bound 
high-speed train was terminated at St Pancras, once 
more due to technical difficulties. 

While waiting for half an hour at a bleak Stratford 
International I saw four trains head in the direction 
of St Pancras, but no one at Southeastern thought to 
turn one of these around to form a replacement 
service. Eventually, it was standing-room-only on the 
next train. 

With the level of criticism Southeastern is getting, 
from Kent MPs to the daily customer, this company 
isn’t the future of travel in Kent but will be 
recognised as part of the failed history of 
privatisation of the rail network in this county. The 
sooner Southeastern loses its franchise the better.

Latchford's council 
has failed Thanet 

Further to councillor Roger 
Latchford’s letter, the efforts to 
improve Thanet by the Labour 
administration from 1995 to 2003 
are well documented and even the 
subject of praise in a press release 
in May 2004 from a prominent local 
Conservative. 

Unfortunately, however, one of the 
first things the Conservative 
council did in 2003 was to cancel all 
of our successful cross-party 
working groups which progressed 
and monitored improvements. This 
has led to the mess Thanet council 
finds itself in now. 

The 14 neglected shelters in 
Ramsgate have been taken over by 
the Ramsgate Society, not 
Ramsgate Town Council, as 
asserted by Cllr Latchford. 

As the regeneration member, in 
charge of the handover, he should 
at least know to whom he gave 
them! 

The fact that they need an 
immediate £350,000 in 
refurbishment funds has proved 
Labour members’ warnings on the 
need for regular proper attention 
valid. 

Similiarify, the Nayland Rock and 
Marine Garden shelters in Margate 
were renovated under Labour 
following successful Lottery bids. 

I have constantly asked for help 
with their maintenance and 
cleaning over the last six years. 

In the last week, Team Green 
(volunteers I asked to help) are 
making some attempt to rectify 
their appalling state. 

Cllr Latchford’s alleged “rolling 
programme” was also of little use to 
other shelters in Cliftonville right 
through to Birchington. 

Vandals don’t cause rust and 
peeling paint, but if they see the 
council doesn’t care they will add to 
the damage. 

The warnings that the newly- 
renovated lavatory at West Bay had 
its roof damaged by roller-bladers 
in 2003 also fell on Tory deaf ears. 

Time after time, councillor Tom 
King and I asked for help until it 
was all too late. 

Many of the lavatories my 
committee had renovated prior to 
2003 are now in a very sorry state 
and the lavatory beside the 
Granville in Ramsgate was next on 
our list for replacement. Still no 
sign seven years later! 

On the wider regeneration front, 
tourism in Thanet is now mostly 
left to volunteers. The delays at 
Dreamland, under Cllr Latchford’s 
watch, could mean we lose the 
Labour government’s Sea Change 
funding. 

The Ramsgate Model Village, 
motor and several other museums 
and Margate caves have already 
been lost. 

Some of the hotels and businesses 
which had Labour government 
grants are constantly the source of 
my questioning at Thanet council. 

When are we going to see a 
return for the taxpayers’ money - 
or in a few cases an actual return of 


the money ? 

The Loop and improved train 
services were also part of an active 
Labour council’s remit, as was the 
campaign for Surestart,an 
accessible NHS and a viable but 
green Manston airport. 

The Kent Innovation Centre and 
indeed the Thanet Campus, Saga 
and other ‘new’ employers 
‘happened’ under Labour. (Cllr 
Latchford really needs to do some 
research before he puts pen to 
paper.) 

Westwood Cross was to 
complement and support our town 
centres using money from business 
rates (LAGBI). I have lost count of 
the amount of times I asked the 
blank-faced Conservative cabinet 
for some for Margate. 

The global collapse of capitalism 
is probafy very distressing for Cllr 
Latchford, but it is no excuse for 
the failure to look after Thanet 
properly over the last seven years.

The mafia-style grip of the big 
supermarkets on the farming and 
food industry must be removed or 
things will only get worse and the 
British farming industry will soon 
be gone forever and we will be 
totally reliant on imports, and food 
shops will be empty on regularly.

Hidden agenda of an 
insurance scandal 

How interesting that while insurers 
continue to swamp the media with 
stories perpetuating the myth of 
the compensation culture, the 
media has barely mentioned the 
House of Commons Transport 
Committee inquiry into the cost of 
motor insurance. 

A cynic might be forgiven for 
thinking that this is because 
insurers don’t want any attention 
focused on insurance premiums 
which have rocketed in the past 
couple of years out of all proportion 
to their own ‘fudged’ statistics on 
the supposed greater cost of claims. 

The insurers blame the lawyers, 
yet legal costs have been fixed for 
the vast majority of road-traffic 
accident claims since 2003. 

And significantly reduced costs 
were agreed with the insurance 
industry only six months ago to a 
point where, frankly, they cannot go 
any lower without effectively 
leaving innocent victims to either 
pay their own legal fees or fend for 
themselves. 

Furthermore, insurers receive 
substantial income in referral fees 
themselves. These come from credit 
hire companies for passing on 
details of their own innocent policy¬ 
holders who have suffered road- 
traffic accidents, and from solicitors 
to whom insurers ‘sell’ their own 
innocent policy-holders’ claims. 

It is a scandal of national 
proportions that an insurance 
industry which receives a 
guaranteed income stream in the 
form of compulsory third-party 
insurance - and receives referral 
fees for effectively encouraging 
people to claim for their road-traffic 
injury - should be allowed to 
clobber innocent motorists with 
premium increases which they then 
try to blame on everyone else in the 
market but themselves.

I’LL admit that when I 
first took the Blue Mikey 
out of its box and plugged 
it into my iPod touch, I 
was dubious. 

I mean, how good can a micro¬ 
phone you plug into an iPod dock 
really be? 

I was pleasantly surprised. 

For a start, it’s small and sturdy 
with a solid hinge that allows it to 
be best positioned to record what¬ 
ever it is you need to record. 

And the sound it captures is 
both rich and crisp when you con¬ 
sider the mic’s compact size. 

The Mikey plus iPod combo 
turns the already-versatile Touch 
into the perfect field-recording 
tool. For journalists wishing to 
record an interview it’s fast and 
simple, but the recording quality 
is also good enough for podcasts 
and perhaps even radio. 

With this in mind, the Blue 
FiRe recording software (down¬ 
loadable from the App Store) is 
the way to go. 

This free app, written specially 
to work with the Mikey, is 
optomised to get the best out of 
the miniscule microphone and it 
really does work. 

But voice recording is all very 
well... what about a real chal¬ 
lenge? 

I’m in a folk band called Los 
Salvadores, and often at band 
practice we’ve used the terrible 
microphones on our mobiles to 
record ideas, simply as a memory 
aid. This works to an extent, as 
long as all you’re trying to cap¬ 
ture is a quick snatch of singing 
or a guitar line here and there. 
Add in much more and it quickly 
becomes the sonic equivalent of a 
muddy puddle. 

But recording whole songs with 
the whole six-piece band would be 
a powerful writing tool. Could the 
Mikey be the answer to providing 
instant reference demos? Could a 
mic this small really record six 
instruments with enough clarity 
and separation to draw meaning¬ 
ful conclusions about a track?

I decided to put the mic to the 
ultimate test, and set up the 
Mikey- equipped Touch at a prac¬ 
tice. I say set up... I launched 
Blue FiRe, pressed record and left 
it on a stool. 

I was pleasantly surprised by 
the result. Forget phone micro¬ 
phones, the Mikey is in a different 
league. I’m not saying you can 
forgo full-blown studio set-ups 
quite yet, but if you are a musi¬ 
cian needing a fast and con- 
veinient audio reference tool, you 
can do a lot worse (and pay a lot 
more) that this second gen Mikey. 

And the fun doesn’t stop there. 
Blue added a line input for 
recording guitars, and the Blue 
FiRe app includes a number of 
export options, so you can record 
a track and send it to a web serv¬ 
er to be downloaded and edited in 
the future. 

It’s conceivable that you and a 
number of Mikey-equipped mates 
could indulge in some pretty high 
quality online collaborations 
using nothing more than the 
plug-in mics and basic editing 
software.

IT’S more than 50 years 
since Tintin, the cub 
reporter and cartoon charac¬ 
ter who has since become 
one of Belgium’s best-loved 
exports, first set foot in 
Jordan with his faithful lieu¬ 
tenants Captain Haddock 
and Snowy the dog. 

His adventures there provide the 
backdrop for a film to be released 
next year by Steven Spielberg and 
co-director Peter Jackson. 

Of course, Jordan tourist wallahs 
can hardly believe their luck. 

One tour operator, On The Go 
Tours, has won the backing of 
Moulinsart (holder of the rights to 
the Tintin adventures) to start guid¬ 
ed adventure tours taking in the 
Wadi Rum desert, the Dead Sea, the 
Red Sea and Petra, and I was lucky 
enough to experience an early taste 
of what visitors can expect. 

The local agent collected us at 
Jordan’s capital, Amman, with a 
comfy 25-seater coach and a cool box 
- a wonderful forethought in this 
sweltering country. 

Our first port of call was the Dead 
Sea, and en route we spotted the 
twinkling city lights of Jerusalem. 

Our four-star hotel overlooking 
the beach was clean and spacious 
with welcoming staff. 

Buffet breakfast next morning 
was such an interesting mix of 
British, continental and Jordanian 
fare that I expected to become the 
first person to sink in the sea’s salty 
water. 

Floating in the Dead Sea is a sur¬ 
real experience. It’s so salty that 


cuts sting like fury on entry into the 
water, but once you lie back and shut 
your eyes it’s glorious. 

I washed back to the shore like 
flotsam after keeping my eyes shut 
for a bit too long - which gave me an 
incentive to cover myself in Dead 
Sea mud, provided free on the beach. 

We then headed towards our next 
stop - Little Petra. Dropped off in 
the hills a few miles from the hotel, 
we found Arabian horses waiting to 
transport us the final distance. 
Guides led us along the A1 Hasanat 
path and two hours later we stopped 
for a glass of sweet black tea which 
replenished our energy levels to 
complete the journey to the hotel. 

The next day it was off to the 
Unesco heritage site of Petra - the 
Rose City. Featured in the Tintin 
story Red Sea Sharks, it’s well known

Wadi Rum did¬ 
n’t disappoint. Dropped off at the 
edge of the desert, we boarded a Jeep 
to get into the heart of the landscape, 
passing sand dunes and camel 
herders. The area is peaceful, relax¬ 
ing and breathtakingly beautiful. 

The full Tintin tour also includes 
two days at the Red Sea, with a boat 
trip to the Pharaon Islands and the 
chance of snorkelling. There's also a 
free day to relax before transferring 
to Amman for the journey home. 

No doubt the Spielberg film will be 
wonderful - but it won’t match the 
thrill of retracing Tintin’s route 
across Jordan.

Enjoy the last in the Narnia series, 
but it won't be a tearful farewell

THERE’S action and adventure 
ahoy in the third book of CS 
Lewis’s enchanting Narnia series, 
published back in the 1950s. 

Following on from the daring escapades of 
Prince Caspian, The Voyage of the Dawn 
Treader sets sail without the two eldest 
Pevensie children, Peter (William Moseley) 
and Susan (Anna Popplewell), and press- 
gangs some fresh talent to carry the series into 
the choppy waters of the fourth book, The 
Silver Chair. 

Director Michael Apted bows down to the 
current fad of 3D format but this version of the 
film barely takes advantage of the eye-pop- 
ping possibilities. 

Most of the cast return with the notable 
absence of Eddie Izzard as the voice of sword- 
wielding mouse, Reepicheep. 

He’s replaced by Simon Pegg, who rouses the 
cast into action by telling the children: “There 
is no honour in turning away from adventure.” 

The film opens with Peter away at universi¬ 
ty and Susan in America, consigning Lucy 
(Georgie Henley) and Edmund (Skandar 
Keynes) to a miserable stay with stuffy cousin, 
Eustace Scrubb (Will Poulter). 

He collects insects and can’t think of any¬ 
thing nicer than pinning his relatives to the 
wall like butterfly specimens. 

“Note to self: investigate the legal ramifica¬ 
tions of impaling relatives,” he writes in his 
journal. 

During a fight between Edmund and 
Eustace, a painting in the guest bedroom mag¬ 
ically transports all three children to Narnia 
and on to the titular vessel captained by 
Drinian (Gary Sweet). 

Eustace is aghast but Lucy and Edmund set¬ 
tle in quickly as Namian royalty, reuniting 
with King Caspian (Ben Barnes) and 
Reepicheep (Pegg) aboard The Dawn Treader. 

It transpires that Caspian is on a quest to 
locate the swords of seven lost noblemen and

the Pevensie children pledge their support, 
encountering the White Witch (Tilda Swinton) 
and the majestic lion Aslan (Liam Neeson) 
along the way. 

“Until you lay down the seventh sword, evil 
has the upper hand,” reveals the magician 


Coriakin (Bille Brown). 

“To defeat the darkness out there, you must 
defeat the darkness inside yourself,” he adds 
helpfully. 

The Voyage of the Dawn Treader is the most 
crudely constructed of the films, loosely stitch¬

ing together the set pieces with comical alter¬ 
cations between Eustace and his courageous 
cousins. 

Inevitably, the new boy discovers the hero 
within, while Lucy learns valuable lessons 
about self-confidence and beauty. 

Production design is impressive and the 
script introduces two monsters for the special 
effects-heavy finale that should delight 
younger audiences. 

Poulter matures from comic relief to would- 
be hero - he’s the central character of the 
fourth book - while Henley and Keynes make 
the most of their underwritten roles before 
they too bid a tearful farewell to their fantas¬ 
tical friends. 

Our eyes remain dry.

parking assistance and all-wheel drive. 

The engine line-up is all turbocharged - 
what did you expect from the turbo master 
brand? - and includes a 1.6-litre petrol unit 
that concedes little in performance to the 
slightly dearer diesel entry model, though fuel 
consumption is markedly inferior. 

The 160PS (157bhp) 2.0-litre TiD Vector SE 
diesel we tested feels heavy and, like standard 
versions of the Insignia - not as nimble as you 
come to expect from BMW and Audi rivals. 

But the ride comfort and long-distance cruis¬ 
ing ability is impressive, with loads of space 
for those in the back and a massive boot. 

The cabin isn’t gaudy or innovative, but just 
carefully laid out in the Saab way; aficionados 
like to think Saab dashboards can trace their 
lineage back to the aviation parent company. 

The powertrain and six-speed auto gearbox 
matches this refinement and the front-end 
styling won’t let you down in the office car park. 

I think the designer’s hand strayed a little 
towards the rear of the car, but this opinion 
started a lively debate whenever I raised it 
with colleagues, so it’s one of those “beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder” motors.

Maintenance skills lost 
on younger generation 

DIY knowledge that used to be passed 
down through the generations is now 
being “lost in the midst of time”, 
Homebuilding & Renovating magazine 
has said. 

The comments follow research by Saga 
Home Insurance, based in Sandgate, 
which found that younger people are 
now far more likely to rely on profession¬ 
al help to fix problems in the home, 
rather than carry out work themselves. 

According to the report, 18 per cent of 
adults under the age of 40 would pay a 
tradesman to repair leaking or broken 
pipes in their property, compared to five 
per cent who would attempt to mend 
them personally. 

Jason Orme, editor of Homebuilding & 
Renovating, said many younger home- 
owners now work such long hours that 
performing home improvement tasks in 
their spare time is the ‘last thing they 
want to do”. 

“There is no question that many young 
people don’t tend to have those basic DIY 
maintenance skills anymore and it is 
disappointing” he added. 

The research from Saga revealed over- 
50s were three times more likely than 
under-35s to repair pipes, while more than 
a quarter of the older age group would 
replace missing roof tiles, compared with 
just one per cent of their younger peers. 

Market trends causing 
increase in cost to rent 

INCREASED demand and a fall in 
the supply of new properties led to a 
rise in rents in the three months to the 
end of October, the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors (RICS) has 
reported. 

In its latest survey, 39 per cent more 
surveyors reported seeing an increase, 
rather than a fall, in rents compared 
with a positive balance of 27 per cent 
during the previous three months. 

The reading is now at its highest since 
the second quarter of 2007, tenant 
demand having been boosted by a short¬ 
age of mortgage finance and lenders’ 
demands for high deposits. 

Across the UK, London saw the biggest 
increase in rental prices and even 
prospects in the North, where rents have 
been falling, took a turn for the better. 

The Institution’s spokesperson, Jeremy 
Leaf, said: “The lettings sector has 
become increasingly strong over the past 
nine months, in contrast to the housing 
market which continues to slow.” 



South East the best in UK as 
house price slump continues 
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■ BY NICK AMES 

THE LATEST house price index 
from the Nationwide Building 
Society has revealed a 0.3 per cent 
fall for the month of November 
compared with October - the 
fourth time in five months that 
prices registered a fall. 

The latest fall means house prices are now 
just 0.4 per cent higher than this time last 
year, with the average UK home costing 
£163,398. 

However, regional variations continue to 
be a factor - with the South East performing 
better than other parts of the UK. 

Worst figures are for the north of England 
and Scotland while analysts say good rail and 
road links and an increase in demand for 
coastal homes have been factors in making the 
local market less affected. 

But Nationwide’s chief economist Martin 
Gahbauer said house price declines are 
unlikely to accelerate “in the months ahead”. 

“There is little to indicate that these sellers 
need to achieve a sale urgently for financial 
or economic reasons which means the down¬ 
ward pressure on house prices is only modest,” 
he said. 

There is little good news surrounding the 
housing market currently. 

Earlier this week housing intelligence group 
Hometrack revealed their house prices figures 
for England and Wales fell for the fifth consec¬ 
utive month in November. 

According to Hometrack house prices fell by 
0.8 per cent in the month to £155,000. 

Other housing surveys suggest the market is 
cooling. The Land Registry reported a 0.8 per

cent fall in house prices for the month of 
October, while figures revealed a slump in the 
number of homes sold in October in the UK. 

Expectations 

According to government statistics 79,000 
homes worth at least £40,000 or more were 
sold in the month, a fall of 11 per cent on an 
annual basis. 

The number of new mortgages approved in 
the month fell to 30,766, down from 31,058 in 
September - representing the lowest level 


since March 2009 - when the country was in 
the midst of its worst recession in decades. 

The figures confounded analysts expecta¬ 
tions of a rise to 31,300 and continue to 
suggest the mortgage market will remain 
subdued over the coming months. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders and the 
Bank of England have both reported falls in 
mortgage lending over recent months. 

Meanwhile, house prices are expected to con¬ 
tinue to come under pressure as new instruc¬ 
tions continue to outstrip buyer demand. 


Householders encouraged to insulate their homes

Buoyed by the reprieve, the Rams looked to 
seize the initiative and Simon Pettit, the hat- 
trick hero against Eastbourne, ran through 
before seeing his shot charged down. 

A Pettit long-throw then fell to Schulz on the 
edge of the box, but his strike lacked accuracy 
and was easily gathered by Chatfield after 
whistling through a forest of legs on its way to 
goal.

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Wanderers defeat gives 
derby extra significance

THANET Wanderers head 
into Saturday’s derby with 
Dover under increased pres¬ 
sure after suffering a damag¬ 
ing defeat at the hands of fel¬ 
low strugglers Wimbledon. 

An eighth straight loss on the road has 
left Wanderers in the London 1 South 
relegation places and they host the 
Sharks knowing their season now hangs 
in the balance. 

With Wimbledon, now a place above 
them, away to lowly Cobham this week¬ 
end, Thanet head coach Tom Carlier is 
fully aware how critical a derby triumph 
could prove. 

“We’re fighting off relegation now and if 
we win, we’ll really step up for the second- 
half of the season,” he said. “There’s a lot 
of hard work to do, but I would love to win 
it, it’s a local derby and it’s the game of the 
season, against Dover. I can’t see any rea¬ 
son why we can’t beat them. 

“Dover have been struggling the last 
few weeks and people have been saying 
it’s a good time to play them because 


they’ve got injuries, but you don’t want to 
see our injuries. There’s another couple 
out this week, so how much worse can it 
get? Both teams will be affected by 
injuries, but they’ve got four superstar 
players and if they’re available, eveiybody 
steps up a gear.” 

Thanet left themselves with a mountain 
to climb from the start at Wimbledon as 
they gifted the home side a try from the 
first move of the game, a blow from which 
they never recovered. 

Even with several key players missing, 
Wanderers were a match for the home 
side technically, but Carlier was left to 
reflect on a display which lacked desire 
and fight. 

“The teams were evenly matched all 
over the pitch and if our backline had 
been on fire, we’d have left them for dead,” 
he said. “They won eveiy 50-50 ball and 
the hurdle we really need to get over is a 
psychological one. 

“Their guys wanted it more and when 
they started winning, our body language 
suggested we weren’t going to get back 
into it. We just made too many mistakes 
and we’re unable to take our form and 
confidence away from home. They weren’t 
bad, but they weren’t outstanding by any 
stretch of the imagination.” 

Now three points from safety, Thanet 
must hope to replicate the home form 
which has seen them turn over Chichester 
and Haywards Heath as they face a Dover 
side showing signs of recovery after a run 
of five games without a win.
